1 . In response to the After-Final amendment filed on 24-May-2004, claims 1-21 are 
cancelled. Therefore, claims 22-25 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 22-25 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record Lipkin et al. - U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0049788 Al, and Schuetze et al. 

- U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0074369 Al, and Hsiung et al. -U.S. Pub. 2003/0109951 Al, and Bradford 

- U.S. Patent No. 6,678,679 Bl) does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed limitations of 
( in combination with all other features in the claim ), storing the triples in a data store, and storing 
expiry data with at least selected ones of the triples, responding to a search performed against the 
data store, if data requested is not stored in the data store, by applying a query to one or more of 
the plurality of databases to obtain the requested data, responding to such a search, if the data is 
stored in the data store and is associated with expiry information indicating that the requested 
data may have expired, by returning the requested data with a reduced confidence factor, as 
claimed in claim 22, in conjunction with remaining claims provisions. 

Claims 23-25 are allowed over the prior art made of record, because it is dependent from 
the allowed independent claim 22.
